Lottery league convention has issued an 
address to the people of the United States, 
which is full of startling facts concerning 
the marvelous growth of that mammoth 
gambling concern, the Louisiana state 
lottery It charges that 
the original 


charter for the lottery in 1S63 was secured 
by corrupting the carpet bag legislature 
John A. Morris Ben C Wood, C H Mur 
ray, and others who composed the syndi 
cate, are charged with having been fa- 
mous New Yoik gamblers, who perpetu 
ate their monopoly and protected it from 
legislative assault by corruntmg legisla- 
tors 
The anti lottery people charge that 


after the legislature had repealed the 
charter in 1879, and the constitutional 
convention w as besieged by the lottery 
people for its reinstatement 
promises 


were made to the people thit after the ex 
pirattou of the charter the company would 
retire from business 
Acting upon these 


promises the eh -ttei was reinstated with 
a provision tint all lotteues should be 
prohibited after Tan I IB'15 


Othei Legislatures Coirupted.

power and prosperity incredible 


The lottery people are charged with 


hav ing corrupted each successive legisla 
tore to prevent the granting of additional 
charters Of the prosperity and powet of 
the lottery the, address says their stock 
has risen from $85 a share in 18T» to ?1 200 
in 1SOO more than double the entire bank 
ing capital of the state, and that while the 
origiunl stock was never subscribed thev 
have declared dividends fioin SO to 100 pel 
cent pel unnum on half the net earn 
ings

ranged that thej can sell 7") per cent of 
their tickets, pay 10 per cent for selling

Burled with Great Secrecy. 


AUBURN, N Y, Aug 8 —It was an un- 


pretentious funeral that occurred from 
Auburn state prison at an early hour Fri- 
day morning 
What the surgeons had 


left of the remains of William Kemmler 
had been placed m a plain pine coffin 
The coffln had been filled in with quick- 
lime 
No clergyman was present and no 


word of religious import was uttered 
The family of the dead murderer had 
failed to claim his body and it was to be 
interred as the law directs 
The same 


secrecy had been observed in the prepara- 
tions for the funeral that had character- 
ized the whole execution 
Nobody was 


appiised of the horn ol its occunence and 
the grave, which is m the sixth row, the 
twenty first grave in the row was dug be- 
tween dark and daylight, beingcompleted 
at 4 a m It was at that hour that the 
coffin containing the lemams was placed 
in the democrat wagon belonging to the 
prison
